NRA Defines 
“Salesman” 


In Dealer Code 


Washington, July 24.—In an 
effort to straighten out just who 
is entitled to drawing accounts 
provided for salesmen in the code 
of ths automsbilc 
NRA has just issued an interpre- 
tation of these sections. The def- 
initions hold substantially that, 
by whatever term they are desig- 
nated by employing dealers, those 
engaged in selling cars are sales- 
men and, as such, entitled to the 
code established drawing ac- 
counts. 

The interpretation, in full text, 
follows: 

“‘Outside commission salesmen’ 
as in Article III, title B, section 2, 
‘full-time outside salesmen’ and 
‘regular salesmen’ as in section 5

vo 
of the said article and title have 
the same sense and meaning, and 
are interchangeable in use. The 
terms collectively or individually 
apply to all those employed only 
for the purpose of, or assigned to 
the duty of selling new and/or 
used motor vehicles, who are un- 
restricted as to hours, and who 
are compensated on a commission 
basis, irrespective of whether they 
perform all or part of their func- 
tions as salesmen outside of or in- 
side of the premises of the mem- 
ber of the trade by whom they 
are employed. 

‘*Such employes, performing 
only the duties of a salesman for 
a member of the trade, shall be 
paid a drawing account each 
week of not less than as pro- 
vided in Article III, title B, sec- 
tion 5.”

Down 3 Per Cent 
To $21,295,707 


Washinglon, July 24.—-May 
automotive exports were valued 
at $21,295,707, a decline of three 
per cent under the $21,974,167 fig- 
ure set in April, and an increase 
of 175 per cent over the total of 
$7,727,002 established in May of 
last year, according to an anal- 
ysis by P. R. Mattix of the 
automotive trade division of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce. 
This country’s export total for 
automotive products for the 
January-May period was $89,256,- 
239 which, Mattix points out, al- 
ready exceeds the figure of $82,- 
185,100 for the full year of 1932. 
Also, it is but $4,750,000 less than 
the aggregate for the entire year 
of 1933. 

Exports of passenger cars to- 
taled 15,922 units, valued at $8,-

Washington, July 24.—On 
the eve of a joint session 
with representatives of the 
NRA and the National 


Automobile Dealers Associ- 
ation, the Emergency National 
Committee of the Motor Vehicle 
Retailing Trade went into session 
here this morning to formulate 
recommendations with respect to 
five major matters of policy in 
connection with the group’s code 
of fair competition. 

At a later meeting today, the 
specific recommendations were to 
be taken up with representatives 
of the marufacturers ard the 
NRA for discussion and decision. 
The first subject on the program 
was that of sales to fleet owners. 
It was considered primarily from 
the broad basis of whether such 
sales were to be open both to 
dealers and manufacturers. An- 
other phase of the subject with 
which the committee was sched- 
uled to grapple was that of defin- 


ing a fleet owner; primarily, 
whether or not the definition 
should inéclude automobiles and 


“trucks and commercial vehicles 
with bodies of three-fourths ton 
capacity or less,” or if there 
should be a separate definition of 
each group. Incidental aspects of 
the definition related to whether 
special or non-standard vehicles 
were to be included in it, and

Detroit, July 24..-Heavy expen- 
ditures in preparation for the 
announcement soon of a new and 
lower priced model in addition to 
new models of its established 
lines are reflected in losses shown 
by the Packard Motor Car Co., in 
its report of the first six months 
operation. The company shows a 
strong financial position with 
cash totaling $14,636,964 after set-

Montreal, Canada, July 24. 
Automobile production in Canada 
in 1933 amounted to 65,852 cars 
with a sales value f. o. b. plant of 
$38,630,463, the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics announces. This 
was an increase of 8.3 per cent in 
number and .2 per cent in value 
from 19382. 

The production of the entire 
automobile manufacturing indus- 
try, including not only all motor 
vehicles turned out, but parts 
custom works and repairs in au- 
tomobile manufacturing and as- 
sembling plants, was valued at 
$42,885,643, which was 
less than in 1932 and the lowest 
value reported by the industry 
since the bureau started to com- 
pile annual statistics.

Detroit, July 24.—Complete pas- 
senger car registration figures 
for the first five months of 1934 
show that the registrations of 
Chrysler cars in that period ex-

Because of the problems in- 
volved in designing new tools for 
the Airflow bodies, factory offi- 
cials state, Chrysler had very 
little production in either Janu- 
ary or February. In March, how- 
ever, cars began to come off the 
line in good quantities, and 1,879 
registrations were reported in 


| that month against 1,611 for 1933. 


This figure almost doubled in 
April when 3,529 Chryslers were 
registered against 2,282 in 1933. 
May found still another big gain, 
with 3,713 Chryslers in 1934 as 
opposed to 2,698 in 1933. 

The total gain in Chrysler reg- 
istrations in March, April and 
May, the three months in which 
the car really was in production, 


| was 2,530 units over 1933. 


During the last year 17 compa- | 


nies and 22 separate plants were 
in operation. The capital em- 
ployed was estimated at $40,000,- 


000. They employed 8,134 per- 
sons, aS compared with 8,810 in 
1932. The number of salaried 


employees was 1,643 and salaries 


for the year totalled $3,306,226. 
The average number of wage- 


earners was 6,491 and the wages 
aggregated $5,251,105, an average 
of $809 per year per worker. 

The apparent consumption of 
motor cars in Canada in any year 
may be computed by deducting 
the number of cars exported from 
the sum of the production and 
imports. In 1933 production to- 
taled 65,852 cars and imports 
amounted to 1,781, making an 
available supply of 67,633 cars, 
but as exports aggregated 20,900 
units, the apparent consumption 
was 46,733 cars. 

The number of cars withdrawn 
from use in any year may be 
estimated by adding the apparent 
consumption to the previous 
year’s registrations and deduct- 
ing the registrations for the cur- 
rent year. In 1932 a total of 
1,105,084 cars were registered and 
in 1933 there was an apparent 
consumption of 46,733, making a 
possible total of 1,151,817 cars in 
use in 1933. Registrations actu- 
ally were only 1,072,957, indicating 
that 78,860 cars were withdrawn 
from use.

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‘Petroleum Code 
| Premium Clause 
| Is Questioned 


Richmond, Va., July 24 (UTPS). 
|—-The status of the petroleum 
code provision prohibiting the 
giving away of premiums at serv- 
ice stations again is thrown into 
a state of uncertainty following 
| the action of Federal Judge W. 
| Calvin Chestnut, at Baltimore, in 
| dismissing proceedings in the 
| city brought by the 
petroleum administration board 
| against Herman L. Mills, charged 
| with violating this provision. 


Judge Chestnut’s decision, if 
extended to other provisions of 
the marketing section of the code, 
would have the effect of nullify- 
| ing all of the sections applying 
| to service station owners operat- 
| ing in one or two states. 


| The judge held that the Federal 

government does not have the 
| power through the NRA to regu- 
late the business of a service sta- 
tion owner operating entirely 
| within a state. He further held 
that the fact that an individual 
owner had stations in two states 
| does not necessarily place him in 
| interstate commerce.

Unit for Fords 


Cleveland, O., July 24.—Colum- 
bia Axle Co. has announced a 
dual-ratio or two-power-range 
axle as a conversion unit for the 


Ford V-8. 
In designing this unit the 
manufacturers state that they 


have not attempted to modify or 
improve the Ford car as built by 
the factory, but rather to add a 
“new phase of performance” 
through the addition of an over- 
drive ratio. 

The Ford 4.11 to 1 ratio makes 
available to the purchaser all the 
characteristic Ford features. The 
2.94 to 1 over-drive ratio is 
claimed to permit the car to 
maintain any given speed while 
reducing the speed of all rotating 
parts from the engine to the rear 
axle shafts by 28 per cent. For 
example, the makers claim that 
while traveling in the over-drive 
ratio at 60 m.p.h, the engine and 
related parts are traveling at a 
speed equivalent to only 42 m.p.h. 
in the standard ratio.

Study of the trade reveals that 
shipments of cars in the low 
price range were reduced in num- 
ber and value, but each of the 
three higher priced classes showed 
betterment, A total of 92 units 
in the “over $2,000” class were 
valued at $250,354, against 55 
units valued at $134,098 in April. 
Chief markets in May were 
Union of South Africa, Belgium, 
Japan, Sweden, and the United 
|Kingdom. Higher valuations 
than in April were recorded for 
South Africa, Japan, and _ the 
United Kingdom. Improved pur- 
chasing of U. S. passenger cars 
| also was shown by British India, 
Denmark, Netherlands, Mexico, 
Switzerland, Philippine Islands, 
and Canada. 

In the commercial field, Mattix 
finds, May shipments from this 
| country were generally off, trucks 
“over two and a half tons” and 
bus chassis being the only classi- 
fications to show an_ increase 
over April. Best markets in that 
month were Spain, Japan, Bel- 
gium, Union of South Africa, 
Denmark, British India, Argen- 
tina, and Australia. Shipments 
in the higher priced groups re- 
sulted in an increased average 
valuation for both passenger cars 
and trucks. The average for 
passenger vehicles rose from $532 
in April to $558 in May, and com- 
mercial vehicles increased from 
$453 to $475. 

The analysis also covers ex- 
ports of miscellaneous automo- 
tive products for May, and shows 
a slight reduction for May as 
compared with April, the figures 
being $8,355,347 and $8,386,738, re-

Rubber Product Exports 
In June at $2,082,963 


Washington, July 24.— Rubber 
products exported from the 
United States in June were valued 
|} at $2,082,963, the highest value 
recorded for any month since 
November, 1931, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the U. S. Com- 
merce Department. The June 
total compares with $1,958,241 in 
May and $1,261,591 in June, 1933. 

During June of the current 
year, increases over May were 
registered in shipments of tires 
and tire sundries which advanced 
from $1,195,983 to $1,274,596. The 
rubber goods export trade of the 
United States in the first six 
months of 1934 totaled $10,922,496, 
as compared with $7,203,905 and 
$9,047,420 for the corresponding 
six months of 1933 and 1932, re- 
spectively.

Hudson Lines 
Make Good on 
Challenge Test 


Detroit, July 24.—A challenge 
issued by the Hudson Motor Car 
Co. a few weeks ago offering to 
meet all comers in a test ~~ goon. 
omy, hill-climbin= and accelera- 
tion Was fccepted by Ford deal- 
ers ‘at three points, according to 
an announcement by the Hudson 
company. The points were Buf- 
falo, N. Y¥.; Duluth, Minn., and 
Burlington, N. C., the latter two 
points later withdrawing. 


Erie County Ford dealers at 
Buffalo stood by their guns and 
the test was held Thursday and 
Friday of last week, with Hud- 
son winning two of the events 
and Terraplane the third. 


In the economy run each car, 
all were standard five-passenger 
models, was given a five-gallon 
bottle of gasoline, sealed by H. H. 
Rast, Erie county sealer of 
weights and measures. The bot- 
tles were attached directly to the 
carburetor and the cars driven 
until forced to stop through lack 
of fuel. Terraplane won this 
event by covering 120.9 miles and 
averaging 24% miles per gallon. 
The V-8 was second, doing 112.1

miles and averaging 22.42 miles 
per gallon. Hudson covered 106 
miles for an average of 21.1 miles 
per gallon. 

The hill climbing event was 
staged on Sissons Hill, about 25 
miles southeast of Buffalo. Cars 
were permitted two shots at the 
hill, one from a standing start 
and the other from a 10-mile an 
hour running start. Hudson cap- 
tured this event, topping the rise 
from a standing start in 563 
seconds and from a running start 
in 52.4 seconds. Ford was **éond 
doing the climb in 5°%5 seconds 
on the run and one minute .52 
seconds frein a standing start. 
Terraplane from a running start 
made the top in one minute .42 
seconds and from a_ standing 
start in one minute .345 seconds. 


Acceleration tests conducted on 
Hamburg-Gowanda highway also 
gave each car two shots. One 
test was based from a standing 
start in high gear and the other 
permitted the driver to operate 
his gears at will in attaining a 
50-mile an hour speed. Using 
gears, the Hudson attained 50 
m.p.h. in 9.47 seconds. The same 
speed was reached in 14.01 sec- 
onds, starting in high. Terraplane 
using gear hit 50 m.p.h. in 12.055 


seconds and from a _ standing 
start in high in 17.47 seconds. 
Ford, using gears, reached 50 


m.p.h. in 12.045 seconds and from 
a standing start in high in 18.82 
seconds. A driver and two ob- 
servers rode in each car.

ported for any quarterly period 
since the second quarter of 1931. 
Net profits for the second auarter 


Of 1929 ‘were $164,540, equal to 10 
cents per share. 


Factory shipments for the first 
six months of 1934 were the most 
favorable for any semi-annual 
period since 1930, and exceeded 
the totals for the full years 1931 
to 1933 inclusive, but due to labor 
difficulties in the motor industry 
during the first six weeks of the 
year, which had an unfavorable 
effect on first quarter earnings, 
the company shows a loss from 
operations for the half year. The 
figures for the six months show a 
net loss of $618,160 after charges 
and depreciation, as compared 
with a loss of $1,326,465, reported 
for the first half of 1933. 


Regarding the current position 
of the company Roy D. Chapin, 
president, said, “Working capital 
has shown a satisfactory increase 
since Jan, 1. Cash in banks on 
June 30 was in excess of accounts 
payable, none of which is due. 
Inventories are on a very low 
working basis.” 

With the exception of the July 
4 holiday week, every week since 
early June has shown an increase 
in retail sales of Hudsons and 
Terraplanes, the company states. 
Official figures for new car regis-

trations for the first five months 
of this year as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1933 show 
a gain of 120 per cent for Hudson 
as against 51.8 per cent for the 
entire industry.

Current retail sales are run- 
ning well in excess of shipments 
from the factory, resulting in & 
substantial decrease in stocks of 
cars in dealers’ hands.
